The child must havef a violin, so 
his grandfather, kind and indulgent, made him a corn- 
stock Cremona on which he played imaginary concerti> 
far surpassing atky subsequent efforts.

These^ympathetic worjdls-^ut new courage in the 
heart of the'^young violinist, and he applied himself 
again' to his task with more zeal than ever before and 
dur ing th e years following he has delivered his musi- 
cal messages ^o many audiences ahi3~. distinguished

After one of his recitals a young lady from Colum- 
bu s, Ohio, xame-^orw^ird ajwij taking the violinist by 
the hand said: /"You play just like you look out of Vour 
eyes!" That is just what every player does who puts 
soul into his message. It has been said that the, eyes 
are the windows of the sojri, and surely they are one 
of the surest sign? of charact|sr. 

He has been discouraged and dissatisfied with him- 



self many times, but it has often developed that when 
he thought he had wrought a complete failure he had 
madje thie l^est impression and had done the Wost good. 
After an effort which seemed to be fruitless he was 
.'surprised to receive a letterfrom a friend to whom he 
had mentioned his t;o!nviction of failure, tell- ' 
iRg of a great number of people who had been^e^ply 
moved by the work of the- evening.
